Thirty Democrats Vote Against the 
Appropriation Bill in Spite of Gov. 
Crittenden’s Lebbying. . 
i SEES Peo 
A Political Field-Day and Amusing Debate— 
The Executive Wants an Indorsement in 
the Hannibal ard St. Joe Matter, 


Special from Our Staff Correspondent. 


JEFFERSON CITY, May 2.—To dav has been a 
political field-day in the House, as it witnessed 
the strenuous efforts of the minority to make 
capital from the gerrymandering bill. When 
the House convened it became evident 


that the programme adopted by the 
Republican caucus would be carried 
strictly into effect. Chas. OC. Allen, 


Maj. McGinness, Mr. Mott, Mr.tAllen, of Jack- 
son, and Mr..Cochran made argumentative 
speeches, and tried to bury the bill with 
amendments, butthe Democratic wits of the 
House constantly interrupted with humorous 
questions, and the debate was characterized 
by a considerable amount of brilliant repartee. 
In defense of the bill Mr. Anthony,of Madison, 
made one of his witty speeches that 
started an uproar ot merriment. During his 
deification of the Democracy as ‘‘the noblest 
party on earth,’’ be was interrupted by a Re- 
publican who inquired: 

‘*‘What doesthe gentleman think of Jesse 
James, who was shot at St. Joseph?’ 

Quick asa flash camethe reply trom Mr. 


Antrony: ‘‘Whatdoes the gentleman think 
of Old John Brown, who was 
hanged at Harper’s Ferry?’? The _ reply 


was quite a relief to those stalwart Democrats 
who prefer not to express themselves officially 
about Jesse James. 
THE DEBATE 

lasted throughoutthe afternoon, and the num- 
ber of old jokes that were revamped would 
have made apatent almanac look sick ana 
weary. During Mr. Cochran’s speech he said 
if it was possible for Democrats to 
exercise their consciences he would 
see how a parauraph from Washington’s fare- 
well address might strike the assembled stal- 
waits. ‘‘Try it on usfor tuck!’’ shouted Tom 
Craniner, of Cooper, who is generally recog- 
nized asthe leading wit ofthe House. When 
the Heuse was ready to adjourn the 
Clerk read the announcement of a Democratic 
caucus meeting to-night, and immediately an 
unsophisticated member cried out, ‘‘What 
fur?’’ ‘*Catfur,’’ reaponded Cranmer, and 
the members went offinto fitsof laughter. 
Thus the afternoon was passed, creating an 
unusual amount of legislative fun, that loses 
its effect when transplanted from the sur - 
roundings and circumstances. 

But the afternoon was not entirely devoted 
to pleasure, for at an early hour there was 
@ noticeable gathering of State officials 
in the lobbies, and there was general inquiry 
as to the purpose thereof. The Attornev-ven- 
eral was the first to arrive. He whispered with 
a few leading De.wocrats and retired to a dis- 
tant corner, underneath the portrait of Stone- 
wall Jackson. Then 
GOV. CRITTENDEN MADE GIS FIRST APPEARANCE 


in the House since tbe session met, 
and he conferred with a few 
friends. Finally Mr. Dawson, chairman of 


the Committee on Ways anda Means, reported 
the appropriation bill tor engrossment and 
printing. Instantly, Maj. McGinness arose in 
his place and assailed the bill as flagrantly un- 
constitutional, because the proposed appro- 
priation of $1,000to meet expenses of litiga- 
tion in the Hannibal and St. Joseph railroad 
case belonged in a separate and distinct bill. He 
quoted the Constitution in supportof his state- 
ments. His argument was so clear and com- 
prehensive that it came near causing the de- 
struction of of the bili. Mr. Dawson stated in 
reply thatthe Attorney-General bad advised 
the committee that it was constitutional to 
make two titles and two subjects in a special 
appropriation bill, but McGinness said the At- 
torney-General’s opimion had never been 
asked by the House, and wasof no conse- 
quence; besides there was no law author- 
izing, nor a message requesting the appro- 
priation named, and the bill was wrong in 
every particular. When the roli was being 
called Gov. Crittenden seemed worried and 
anxious, and the vote resulted in eighty-four 
votes for engrossment and seventy-two 
against, showing that 

THIRTY DEMOCRATS HAD VOTED WITH THE 

REPUBLICANS 

The genera! view of the Democrats to-night 
is that a grave mistake has been committed, 
and that to morrow they must proceed to 
separate the appropriation bill and start it in 
atresh as two separate bills.

The Soldiers’ Home. 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—The Senate Military 
Committee to-day submitted a report of the 
investigation of the Soldiers’ Home, located at 
Washington, sustaining in a general way the 
charges of abuses on the part of the manage- 
ment. Thereport speaks of extravagance in 
the building and furnishing of the home asa 
neediesss waste of money, and of extrava- 
gance in other shapes, and recommends 
changesin the way of making the home more 
pleasant ard attractive fortheinmates. The 
committee also introduced a bill to carry out 
these reforms. Tlie committee did not reach 
the question of compulsory retirement, but 
directed Senator Hawley to submit areselu- 
tion to formally and fully send that subject to 
the Military Committee, they deeming it a 
question that shouid go to that committee 
rather than tie Appropriations Committee. 

THE REPORT. 

WASHINGTON, May 3.—The Senate Committee 
nm their report on the Soldiers’ Home say the 
continuous and regular furnishing of ve geta- 
bles and fruit from the institution to two of the 
three members of the Board of Commissioners, 
the Surge On-General and Commissary-General 
gave rise to considerable scandal which 
should have been avoided, andthe furnishing 
of flowers from the home to the officers 
at reguiar and stated periods when there was 
an entire absence at the hospital was inthe 
opinion of the commlttee an abuse in manage- 
ment which should not have occurred. The 
committee submit a bill which provides for 
various Cchagnes in the method of governing 
the home, and among other things for adding 
the Quartermaster-General and Inspector 
General of the Army tothe of Board Commis- 
siouers.

LAW V8. LAUGH-LIN. 

Article 8 of the Revised Statutes con- 
tains 112—yes, one hundred and twelve dif- 
ferent and separate sections. 

These 112 sections refer to and embrace 
nearly every “offense against public morals 
and decency’’ with which the **public police” 
have anything to do. 

One of these 112 sections referred to the 
keeping of gambling helis, making it a mis- 
demeanor. 

The Johnson law was simply an amend- 
ment to that one section, leaving the other 
111 sections precisely as they were. 

Now, in the name of common sense and all 
that is not perfectly idiotic torture of logis, 
what other title could there. possibly have 
been chosen than the one that was al- 
ready upon the statute book? What other 
than the one that was taken literaily from ar- 
ticle 8 itself, as follows: 

Anact to AMENB section 1547 of article 8 a7 
the Revised Statutes, relating to offenses against 
public morals and decency, and the public police, 
and miscellaneous offenses. 


If Judge LAUGHEIN’S extraordinary twist 
of common sense is right, then the whole ar- 
ticle 8 and all of the 112 sections are nuil and 
void. 

In other words, if HENRY D. LAUGHLIN is 
right, we have no law whatever against the 
hundred and one offenses embraced in article 
8 ofthe Revised Statutes. 


AN IRISH VICFORY. 

GLADSTONE has announced the complete 
break-down of the coercion policy in Ireland 
The prison doors have been thrown open; the 
suspects are free men again; bonfires were 
blazing last night from the Wicklow Ilills to 
the Mourne Mountains, and throughout Ire- 
land to-day every man feels that the crisis 
has gone by and that the power of the Irish 
people has been asserted in a manner 


which cannot but have the happiest 
effect on the future of poor Ireland. The 
Irish question has been an _ unsolved 


problem since 1155, when Pope ADRIAN IV. 
presented the island to the King of England. 
Blood and fire, exile, penal laws, confiscation, 
robbery andruin have been wreaked upon 
the Celt by the Saxon for almost eight 
centuries, and yet in the midst of defeat and 
accumulated disaster the Celt has gone on 
with the fight, has preserved his nationality, 
has answered blow for blow, and is no more 
subject or servile to-day than when the Norse 
freebooters who conquered £ugland were 
broken and routed at Ciontarf. Extermina- 
tion has failed, treachery has failed, force 
has failed, coercion has failed, and 
we now are coming to the era of 
the next Englisb failure in Ireland. No man 
who has studied the situation can fail to ad- 
mire the long, magnificent resistance whicb 
the Celt has made against despotism. And 
resistance is not the strongest part of the 
Celtic character. In those lurid pages of 
history -which record the desperate, decisive 
battles of the world, it has been the Celt who 
made the wild rushes; it was the Celt who 
went gayly into the foriorn hopes, while the 
Saxon has grimly held on and been mur- 


dered coldjy where he stood. This is 
the glorious story of Fontenoy, of Ciu- 
dad Rodrigo, of Waterloo, of Lookout 


Mountain and of Winchester. England be- 
gan by misunderstanding Ireland and driv- 
ing a gallant people into rebellion or slavery, 
and, committed to her mistake, she has kept 
it up until there has accumulated a balance 
of wrong which cannot be wiped out by the 
disestablishment of an alien church or a half- 
way landreform. The smoldering thot rage 
and haie born of the cruelty,ruin and dis- 
honor of centuries will not be disarmed by a 
sop land bill thrown like a bone to a dog. 
England has in the last few years at- 
tempted to revive the mistake of former 
times. She does not understand that 
the methods which will quiet Ashantees and 
Hindoos have served only to rouse every sen- 
timent of rage and opposition in the Irish 
heart. “To quiet Ireland the Irish leaders 
were imprisoned and a few of the Irishry 
shot. The pacification wasa peculiar one. 
The alien land-holders have been ruined, and 
for every peasant shot at least half a dozen 
Englishmen have suffered from a wild lex 
talionis which may not be justifiable from the 
English point of view, but which 
has certainly been effective. Now, af- 
ter the British Government has ex- 
hausted its resources, it has given up 
the fight. The “No Rent” manifesto from 
Kilmainham Jail was stronger than any of the 
orders from London. It was a question of 
endurance; it was a question whether the 
absentee landlords could stand not getting 
thetr rents longer than the peasantry could 
stand not paying them. Nice questions Or 
law and right are lost when two races clash, 
The purse-strings were knotted up and 
the result we see. FOSTER has re-|

Tha Federal Court Sharply Punctures the 
Hartford Life Company. 


Judge Treat to-day in the United States Cir” 
cuit Court rendered a decision overruling a 
motion for a newtrial in the case of Lueders 
agaiust the Hartford Life and Annuity in- 
surance Company. The company established 
an agency in Missouri, subject to provisions of 
of the statute and it was contended that 


the contract of insurance sued on did not per- 
mit recovery of any sum when lose occurred, 
‘‘excepttothe extent of assessments to be 
made upon the number of issued certificates, 
and therefore,in suing the plaintiff would have 
to aver apd prove the number of out 
standing certificates, the judgment to be 
limited thereby, not exceeding the amount in- 
sured.’’ Judge Treat savs: ‘‘The contract is 
somewhat anomalous. The suit is to estab- 
lish plaintiff's right in a case where the com- 
aad denies that he has any rights whatever. 

nough appears to show that more than 
22,000 certificates of the class named 
have been issued and scattered over many 
States. Itis best knownto the company who 
and where are the certificate-holders, and if 
plaintiff's rights to a judgment on a disputed 
loss isto be limited by the number of out- 
standing certificates, it would seem that the 
company should set. up the  hmit 
as to number lapsed or otherwise. 
There are many strong provisionsin the con- 
tract. Itis made by acorporation which itis 
contended bas subdivided itself into depart- 
ments for conduct of distinct branches of busi- 
ness, On some of which it is directly liable and 
on others, as in this case, liable only 
in such away asto become a mere agent to 
collect from policyholders what assessments 
they may be liable to for losses occurring. 
Possibly such may be the true construction of 
its differing coutracts and of its corporate 
obligations, but this courtis not prepared so 
to hold. There must be some one 
umenabie at law for the contracts it 
makes and judgments on such con'racts must 
be against the corporation. In the absence of 
any proot to the contrary the su recovera- 
ble shoufd be against the corporation for the 
maximum insured. Any other rule would 
make this insurance scheme a mere delusion 
and snare, 

The scheme is vague and indeterminate first 
as to the amount of loss recoverable, and see- 
ond, in the event of litigation, against wnom 
and to what extent judgment shall be enfore- 
ed. If judgment is against the corporation,for 
what amount shall it be rendered and how 
shall it be ascertained? 

If the company’s theory of the contract is to 
obtain a pelicv like this is of little worth. 
True, if a person chooses to make a foolish 
contract he must abide by its terms, but the 


contract should be so construed as to 
make its contemplated benefits avail. 
able. When suit has to be brought, 


the recovery should be forthe maximum in- 
sured, uniess the company shows that it 
should be reduced. Even then the strange re- 
sult would follow that, as to each outstanding 
certificate holder and his responsibility, a 
controversy might arise. The further inquiry 
is pursued the greater the legal difficulty pre- 
sented.

How They Carry on in Gov. Critten- 
den’s Old State. 
Lexington Speéciai to Cincinnat! Commercial. 

Saturday nigbt, about half past 10 o’clock, 
aparty of three unknown men rode up to 
Lewis White’s house, on the McCreary farm, 
near Muir’s Station, and fired four pistol 
shots through the house, which was built of 
upright planks.

The fourth shot passed througha 
elass in the second-story window. The next 
heuse, about a quarter ofa mile further on, 


wasthatof EliSpence, colored. Stopping 
there, they threw several rocks through 
the windows. Next they went 


to Wm. Martin’s, where they shot into the 
house and rocked it. Next they visited Jeff. 
Booth’s, fired into it, one shot coming within 
four inches of the head of Mrs. Tipton, 
daughter of .Mr. Booth. Thence they pro- 
ceeded to the toll-gate on the Maysviile and 
Huston pike, knocked the windows out with 
rocks end badly ecared the keeper. Mr. 

From the toll-zate 
they went to the residence of Rev. W. Dorsey, 
on the Maysville pike, where they fired about 
ten shots into the house. Mr. Dogsey and his 


they left home and went to their neighbor’s, 
Mr. Baggs, after the fiends had gone.

Here they fired through the window, shat- 
tering the post of a bed in which the 
man and his wife siept. Mr. Abe Corbin’s 
residence was next visited. They fired six or 
eight shots into the house. Mrs. Corbin 
thought some one was shooting at a favorite 
dog and went tothe door. The firing contin- 
uing she raninto the house. The next scene 
of their exploits was Smith & Wilmott’s store 
at Hutchison’s Station. They cailed for 
whisky but got none. They sat on their 
horses, and with their pistols lying across 
their laps, ordered out and got a supply of 
No. 32 cartridges, for which they paid. About 
a half dozen citizens of the nvighborhood sat 
upon tbe porch in front of the store when the 
men rode up, but none of them knew them. 
They were entire strangers to the commu- 
nity. 

after supplying themselves with ammuni- 
tion, they returned to Mr. Dorsey’s, but 
found him gone. After leaving Dorsey’s 
first two of them only wentto Hutchison’s 
Station. The other remained behind, between 
Dorsey’s and Mr. Tom Corr’s. When the two 
came back they blew a signal, which was 
answered by the man Jeftaione. The three 
then rode to Mr. Baggs’, rode around the 
house several times, and turning their 
horses loose, hid in the bushes. Here they 
remained, evidently watching for Mr. Dorsey, 
and left just before daylight. They let down 
a number of fences on their route, going in 
the direction of Beech Ridge. They were 
traced about three miles, the trail disappear- 
ingin a dirt road, near Mr. James Harpe’s. 

Some time ago Mr. Dorsey lost a valuable 
horse that was stolen from his stable. He 
traced the animal to one of the mountain 
counties, found it and arrested the thief, who 
acknowledged that he stole the horse, and 
said he belonged toa gang of regularly or- 
ganized thieves, witb confederates in Fayette 
and Bourbon jcounties.

SHOT BY COMRADES. 


The First Man Hunt in Bishop Polk’s 
Army. 
From the Philadelphia Times. 

Ex- Gov. James D. Porter, of Tennessee, 
who was on the staff of Gen. B. F. Cheat- 
ham,in the army of Gen.Leonidas Polk, has 
given a Nashville correspondent of the Week- 
ly Times an account of the first skirmish that 
occurred in the fighting -bishop’s command 
justafter he took possession of Belmont an 
Columbus, Ky., in 1861. Onthe morning of 
the 9tb of October of that year Lieut.-Col. 
Logwood, witheighty men of the Seventh 
Confederate Cavalry, composed of what bad 
been known as the Memphis Light Dragoons, 
under the immediate command of Capt. Tay- 
lor and Lieut. Armstrong, left Columbus on 
a reconnoitering expedition to Pa- 
ducah. The distance to be marched 
was about forty-five miles. The capture of 
the pickets around Paducah had been deter- 
mined upon, and to accomplish the object a 
roundabout course had to be taken 80 as to 
come upon the picketsintherear. The night 
was dark and gloomy, and the intense solem- 
nity of the forest caused strange and weird 
fancies to linger in the breasts of the men, all 
unused to such expeditions. An occasional 
star showed between the rifts in the clouds, 
but only seemed the more lonely from the ab- 
sence of the companions of the firmament. 
Silently and stealthily the troops moved to 
their point of destination. 

J. ©. Fleming, afterwards secretary to State 
Treasurer Marsh T. Polk, of Tennessee, was 
with the command, ranking as Third Sergeant 
with Capt. Taylor and First Sergeant at the 
head of the squad to attack the pickets. The 
solemnity weighed upon him, and as he left hia 
command he remarked dubiously to one of his 


men: 

“T will undoubtedly be shot to-night. I 
feel a dreadful misgiving. I[ will be wounded, 
and by ourown men. Some of them are raw 
recruits, and at the tirst fire they will have no 
better sense than to advance and shoot at 
random, regardless of friend or foe.”? 

Fieming, with ten or fifteen men, came up- 
on the pickets, who, weary with long vigils, 
they found fast asleep. The noise of the ad- 
vance suddenly awakened the slumbering 
pickets, who sprang hastily to arms and rang 
out the wild night cry: 

‘**Who comes there?’’ The cracking of in- 
pumerable shots was the answer. The smell 
of gunpowder and the sound of the guns 
caused the utmost excitement. A rear guard 
of the Confederates had been left benind and 
when they were convinced that active work 
had actuaily begun they left forth their vol- 
ley, and as Fieming had predicted 
he was the first man to fall. Just pre- 
vious to that critical moment Fleming was in 
a hand-to-hand fight with one of the now 
thoroughly awakened and affrignted pickets. 
The latter’s revolver was against Fleming’s 
breast, while Fleming’s pistol rested on the 
picket’s chest. The shot from the Confeder- 
ate gun entering Fleming’s hip caused him 
to leap wildly into the air and fall heavily to 
the cround, firing his pistol at the pickat as 
he went down. His limbs were paraiyzed,

and Fieming was unable to rise from his help 
less position. 

The pickets, not knowing the strength of 
the enemy, took flight, and as they ran Lieut. 
Col. Logwood’s command immediately rushed 
to the front. Bullets pierced the air as thick 
as hail. A Confederate named Gallagher, 
hoping to secure a better horse than his own, 
mounted the wild borse of a Federal soldier. 
That moment sealed his fate; several of his 
companions in arms taking him for one of the 
enemy trying to escape riddled him with 
bullets. He fell from the horse almost as 
quickly as he had mounted him—a corpse. 
All the Confederates by this time had moved 
up to the point of conflict. Fleming, though 
badly wounded, managed to raise himself 
upon his elbow in order to take in review his 
perilous situation. Just then a revolver was 
placed to his breast and a voice exclaimed:

His would-be slayer recoiled as he recog- 
nized the voice, and ejaculated a hearty 
thanksgiving that he had been withheld from 
killing one of his best friends. 

Fleming was subsequently elected lieuten- 
ant, but was never abie after receiving his 
wound to re-enter the army. He is constant- 
ly and painfully reminded by the severe 
aches of his limbs that he was the first man 
in General Polk’s army to be wounded. 


Fighting Over a Grave.

There was aterrible scene in the William 
Street Cemetery, in Plainfield, N.J., yes- 
terday, where two sisters fought over the 

rave of their mother. A Mrs. Farrington,who 
fived between Bound Brook and Chimney 
Kock, died a few days ago, and yesterday her 
body was buried in the William Street 
Cemetery, in Plainfield.

The Roman Catholic daughter, her hus- 
band and her two brothers tried to 
stop the funeral procession, and 
made sO much disturbance that the under- 
taker went to the police station and procured 
the intervention of a Police Captain, who ac- 
companied the hearse tothe burial ground. 
When the coflin was lowered into the grave 
the Roman Catholic daughter assailed Mrs. 
Wolf in the most abusive language and at- 
tempted to strike her witha club. The Police 
Captain deprived the enraged Woman of the 
weapon, but was unable to calm her violence, 
and a large crowd assembling, containing 
many persons who sympathized with her 
ideas, there was a prospect of a general fizht. 
The Police Captain and the undertaker hus- 
tled the mourners into their carriages, how- 
ever, and the funeral party were driven 
rapidly away without a further breach of the 
peace.

The Severest Punishment Youth- 
ful Desperadoes Under 18 
Years of Age Can 
Receive. 


_ 


The Law to Be Amended so as to Make 
the Age 16 Years—Why Hood- 
lums are not Airaid of 
the Law. 


At the next regular session of the Genera! 
Assembly an amendment to the present stat- 
ute of age as affecting sentences for felonies 
will be introduced through the efforts 
of the St. Louis Police Department and 
the local criminal courts. An _ attempt 
of this kind was made in_ the 
Legislature three years ago, but in the 


rusb of business attendant upon the closing 
weeks of the session, during which it was in- 
troduced by Col. Bob Claiborne, it was passed 
without action. The necessity of the amend- 
ment was forcibly impressed upon the author- 
ities in the triat of James Gordon for the 
murder of Raymond Troxler,a saloon-keeper, 
whom he kiled almost instantly witb a cheese- 
knife. At the trial Mr. James J. McBride, 
the attorney fur young Gordon, secured in- 
structions fur a lower degree than was 
charged in the indictment, aud shrewdly kept 
from the knowledze of the jury the law on 
the su!ject of sentences. The jury returned 
a verdic: of murder in the second degree, as- 
sessing the punishment at ten years in the 
penitentiary. The- statute reading that any 
person under the age of 18 years convicted of 
a felony 
SHALL NOT BE SENTENCED 

to a higher term of imprisonment than one 
year in jail was then produced, with proof of 
Gordon’s age, and in a few weeks he will ac- 
cordingly be discharged, having almost com- 
pleted the sentence of one year which was 
imposed, instead of ten, as contemplated by 
the jurymen, who said had they known 
the condition of the law thev would 
have sentenced the defendant to death, 
from which there is no commutation 
provided for. The Circuit Attorney was un- 
able to intruduce the law to the norice of the 
jury, andthe light sentence was welcome to 
the defendant. Since then this statute bas 
come to the timely assistance of several Cer- 

erate young feliows conv:c’ed before Judge 

aughlin. Itis now proposed to reduce the 
age to 16 vears, 80 Uthat a punishment 
assessed ysgainst a defendant over that age 
shall have tbe due cffect intended by the ver- 
dict. The element most interested in this 
important step is the hoodlum portion of the 
communities in large cities. Oue of the re- 
cent grand juries in their final report went 
into this question at lengih, ascribing the evil 
to the many cheap driikingssaloons about 
the city, and recommended that the licenses 
be raised to $1,000 per annum and only 
one saloon be permitted tobe opened in any 
one block. Of the necessity and benefits that 
will result from exactment of tbe new law 
there igsaunanimity of opinion among the 
oflieers of the criminal courts and the police.

of the Court of Criminal Correction, who had 
direct dealings from the bench with hood- 
looms for many years, said the large majority 
of criminals arraigned beforethe courts were 
boys and men ranging from 15 to 30 vears of 
age, and that the most fre nent offenders 
were young fellows from 16 to 2u vears of age. 
The decrease of the protecting ave from 18 to 
16 years, Judge Cady though!, was very ad- 
visable and would afford juries an opportuni- 
ty to deal out just deserts to many young but 
hardened criminals who were revularly ar- 
raigned before the bars of the various courts 
for grave offenses. 'Chief Kennett, who'exam- 
ined the police statistics repeatediv and given 
the benefit of bis views to several grand 
juries whose attention was called to the mat- 
ter by the prevalence of crime traceable to 
the hoodlum element, has arrived at very 
positive conclusions on the subject. Thereis 
NO ONE WHO KNOWS THE LAW 
and what protection it affords and punish- 
ment it assesses better than a criminal. The 
fact that the severest punishment provided 
for a person under 18 years of age, as the 
statute now reads, is only one year in jail, 
has iled old criminals to employ 
young men in crime. They are 
known as the “kids,’? aud frequentiv shield 
the real offender from justice. Boys ranging 
in age from 15to18 vears are employed in 
every job, and at the most dangerous and 
risky part of such work. If they are appre- 
hended, the statute comes to their rescue, 
securing them a trivial sentence in compari- 
gon with the enormity of the crimes of which 
they are freqyuently convicted. In 
this way a . burglar, who would 
bor in the penitentiary can afford to be more 
bold, as the risk is less and the punishment 
of the ‘‘*pal” detected ard convicted but 
small. 
JUDGE JECKO, 

of the First District Police Court, said: “The 
statute of limitations does not interfere i), 
my court, aS no such serious crimes ere 
brought before me, but I can wellimagine the 
benefits that would follow by making every 
convicted felon over sixteen vears subject to 
the punishment prescribed for each offense. 
Many of the cases that are tried in the police 
courts are such as migbt easily lead to much 
more serious Magers Were it not for timely 
interference, such as assaults, aggravated dis- 
turbances of the peace and suspicious tres- 


passes, The majority ofdefendauts in these 
cases are under18 years of age, so that 
if they had carried out their criminal 


intents and been detected they would be pro- 
tected by the present age provision of the 
statute books.
